There is no way to evade this conclusion, 
if this creed be correct. To say that God 
can work a change in them in the mément 
of death, and thus save them, is to assume 
a ground of hope which is every way at 
variance with their general views. For 
the sume might be satd of every other sin- 
ner who apparently dies witout any gra- 
cious change. God can change them in 
the last moment. Would the church teel 
willing to receive this plea in favor of all 
other sinners who apparently die without 
achange? They would not. And thus, 
if they are not blind to the necessary con- 
sequence of their creed, they must believe 
that all who die in infaney are eternally 
miserable. I need not say that this is one 
of the most disgusting and horrible dog- 
mas ever embraced by man. 
But how did it happen that the framers 
of this article should leave it in such aa 
unfinished state? They say that * all man- 
kind are by nature destitute of that holi- 
ness, without which no man can see the 
‘Lord.’ “ Destitute of that holiness,” &c. 
Isthis all? Did they only mean that man- 
| kind are merely destitule of holiness? ‘This 
| would only be a negative character. No, 
they meant more than this. They doubt- 
‘less meant what all their creeds and dis- 
‘tinguished authors maintain, viz, that “the 
\sintuluess of that estate whereinto man 
\fell, consists in the guilt of Adam’s first 
sin, the want of original righteousness, and 
the corruption of his whole nature, which 
is commonly called original sin, together 
/with all actual transgressions which pro- 
ceed from it.* ‘To prove this doctrine, the 
| framers of the article have refered us to 
/Rom. ti, 9—13. IL need not transcribe 
the passage. Let any person of common 
| discernment turn to it and read it for him- 
self, and see if it says any thing about the 
' character or condition of mankind by na- 
ture, or as they are born into the world. 
The apostle represents a state of general 
; wickedness in the world; but he charges 
none of it to naéure or birth corruption. On 
the contrary, he speaks of their having 
“gone out of the way,” which manifestly 
inplies that they had once been in the 
right way. This is very different from the 
article before us, which asserts, that we 
were never in the right way, but from the 
very first moment of our existence we were 
sinful. There is, indeed, nothing in the 
whole Bible to prove that we are born sin- 
ners, We are aware of the insulated and 
perverted texts which are adduced for this 
purpose. But let any man, whose miad 
| has never been warped by sectarian preju- 
dice, read them with eritical and candid 
| attention, and he will find them all as des- 
| titute of proof for that doctrine, as the pas- 
| sage refered to at the foot of this article.

tion of the Divine Spirit. Now, what ev- 
idence have they that Ged exercises such 
an influence as this in our day, for the 
conversion of sinners?

They speak of the condition of one who 
is a ‘new creature,” and assert that he is 
“born of God.” But they say nothing 


the case. That there were miraculous 
means employed in the conversion of per- 
sons In the apostolic age, is readily grant- 
ed. But to argue from this, their occur- 
rence in our day, is wholly fallacious.— 
The ordinary means under the direction 
of Divine Providence, are altogether com- 
peteut for all the effects of this kind which 
we experience or witness. And no pre- 
tensions to a supernatural work should be 
credited, unless incontestable evidence be 
given of a miraculous interposition. Gen- 
uine religion, or a change of character, 
may be proved without any such preten- 
sions, which fanaticism will always be 
wont to call to her aid.

How this article is to be understood, is 
not easy to determine. Genuine Calvin- 
ists of the ancient school, maintaifed that

that believers are justified, uot only y the

distinction is not for me to explain. It is | 
enough that they positively deny the old 
doctrine of Calvinism, of the imputation 
Which of these notions 
was intended by the framers of this ‘* Con- 
fession,’’ we have no certaim means to as- 
certain; and it is suspected that very iew 
of those who have subscribed to it would 


'be-able to explain. 


In the text which foots this article, noth- 
ing is said of the righteousness of Christ 
as being the foundation of our justification. 
Indeed, the righteousness of Christ is not 
mentioned at all, but the righteousness of 
God. Instead of saying that we are jus- 
tified by the righteousness of Christ, the 
passage explicitly ailirms, that we are 
‘justified treely by the grace of God, 
through the redemption that is in Christ 
Jesus.” It is the uniform representation 
of the New ‘Testament, that we are par- 
doned, justitied, and saved by the free 
grace and mercy of God through Curist. 
The idea of our being pumshed tor anoth- 
or man’s sin, or rewarded tor another's 
virtue, is contrary to the whole tenor of 
the gospel, as well as moral justice. Ev- 
ery man will be rewarded or punished ac- 
cording to his own deeds, 2 Cor, y. 10, 
You believe that all, who will finally be saved,

We here meet one of the most distin- 
guishing and odious articles in the whole | 
Calvinistic creed. And to their credit, 
the framers of the ‘ Confession” have 
given it to us in plain, unvaraished terms. 
** All who will be finally saved, were giv- 
en to Christ in the covenant of redemp- 
tion, and chosen in him betore the founda- 
tion of the world.” Of course, no more 
can be saved and no more lost than was 
absolutely determined by God beture they 
had being. And yet these professors have 
the effrontory to tell us, that salvation is 
free for all, and those who are lost, it is 
thetr own fault! How the good people who 
usually worship with this church, can set 
easy and take down such absurd and re- 
volting doctrine as this, is truly unaccount- 
able. For, l apprehend no contradiction 
in saying, that not one fourth of the Soci- 
ety who lend their support to this doctrine, 
will declare, in private conversation, that 
they believe it. And the same may be. 
said of societies in general which are 
termed orthodox. But popularity, tempo- 
ral interest, or some other worldly motive, 
binds them to lend their aid to what they 
conscientiously disapprove. 

I need not undertake to confute this 
doctrine, for, with most reflecting and be- 
nevolent minds, its very statement carries 
its own refutation, It represents the Su- 
preme Being, by creating a few ot his off- 
spring for happiness, and all the rest for 
eternal misery, in the most disrespectiul 
and revolting character, unequalled by 
any human tyrant. However, as the tra- 
mers of this article haye referred to two 
passages of scripture which they consider 
as proof, it seems proper that we should 
notice them. Jokn vi. 37, ‘Ali that the Fa- 
ther giveth me shall come to me,”’ 
lad they turned to the following passage 
they might have learnt what, or how ma- 
ny were given to Christ by his Father.— 
Matt xi. 27. ‘All things are delivered 
unte me of my Father,” &c. See also 
Luke x. 20: John iii. 35: xiii. 3. ‘It will 
be seen here, that by singling out a de- 
tached clause, they have endeavored to 
make it appear, that but a few were given 
to Christ by his Father; whereas the 
truth (often repeated) is, that all are giv- 
en to him. The reader may now judge 
/ how much the text referred to, aids their 
| purpose. 
| The next passage’is Eph. i. 4. ‘ Ac- 
cording as he hath chosen us in him be- 
fore the foundation of the world, that we 
should be holy, and without blame before 
him in love.”” This passage, to be sure, 
teaches an election of Gentile christians 
the foundation of the world; but 
not to the eternal exclusion of all the 
rest of the human race, as the authors

they would have learnt that God had also

9th and 10th. “ Having made known 
unto us the mystery of his will, according 
to his good pleasure, which he hath pur- 
posed in himself: that in the dispensation 
of the fulness of times, he might gather 
together in one all things in Christ, both 
which are in heaven, and which are on 
earth, even in him.”?
